Boy Scout Notes. | 


Development of Character as Impor- | 
’ tant Now as at Any Time in } 
World's History 


Some months ago at a meeting 
the Moral Education League 
Great Britain a paper was read in 
which it was alleged and lamented 
that in the British system of cduca- 
tion “We subordinate the deveéelop- 
trent of character to the acquisition 
of .knowledge.” The author of the 
paper asked the question: Why 
should not the acquisition of knowl- 
edge and the formation of character 
go hand in hand? 

It does in the application of Boy 
Scout training. People the , world 
over are beginning to realize that the 
picturesque uniform and uncanny 
cries of the Scout conceal possibi'i- 
ties of educational and moral pro- 
gress of a high and serious character. 
Scouting is a moral force—a game

perhaps—but a serious game, a mat- 
ter of high importance, inspiring and 
uplifting every detail of a boy’s life. 

The formation of character is as 
important now as at any time in the 
world’s history. In future years the 
boys of today will have great respon- 
sibilities to face it is the aim of the 
Boy Scouts movement that each and 
every one of its members shall be 
well equipped to shoulder the prob- 
lems that will be real problems, aris- 
ing out of the present world conflict. 


{The Scout laws are all commands to 


the boy to do or be something, not 
to forbear doing or being something. 
A boy wants to be actively, not pas- 
sively virtuous. Too often a concep- 
tion of character is negative; tt re- 
fers chiefly to resisting powers, the 
power to resist temptation and to 
avoid evil ways, but as a matter of 
fact, character is much more than 
self restraint; it is self direction, and| 
the aim of the Scout law is to help 
the boy in the right direction of hiim-j; 
self. ‘ 

There are very few boys who at 
one tine or another, have not évinc- 


?ed an interest in map drawing. At

MINE FIELDS IN NAVAL WARFARE 


BARBED WIRE ENTANGLEMENTS OF THE OCEAN 


Miye Fields Answer Just the Same Purpose Afloat as the Barbed 
Wire Entanglements Do in Protecting Trenches from 
Attacks of the Enemy

on the west front to. break > Sts 
“barbed wire” and other devilish en- 


\\ Senglements of the present war, the 


, Ravy has been rather passive. Few 
‘realize, however, that the navy has 
tq fate entanglements of a different 
éort Which are just as treacherous as 
thosé the army has to break through. 

An up-to-date map of the North 
sea, such as the one in the chart 
oom of a British warship, is dotted’ 
with red marks which are added to 
‘daily. They indicate the presence 
-of-mines, some British laid and 
ome turned loose from German U- 
-boats. These are the “barbed wire” 
of the sea, and a nastier thing to run 
against, man, with all his ingenuity 
-{n devising methods of destruction, 
has neevr contrived. One need ex- 
_ert no effort ‘of #magination to jus- 
tify the comparison, for the mine- 
fiéldjanswers just the same purpose 
“afloat as the barbed wire entangle- 
ment does on shore. 

Without it sea war would be a 
very different matter from what it is 
now, or at least, in the narrow wat- 
ers where all the most important 
fighting must take place, 

The mine fields limit the move- 
ments of the belligerent forces, Even 
the British grand fleet, master 
though it be of the seas,-cannot go 
wherever it pleases because of the 
mine fields scattered about the wat- 
ers, Whenever the sea German 
wants to “dig himself in” at a base 
he drops a mine field in front of it, 
and behind this protection proceeds 
with his task, well knowing that no 
British admiral would be so foolisi 
as to play the enemy’s game by tak- 
f “g his ships into such a- dangerous 

rea, 

And they are not little mine fields 
that the Germans put down, Some 
of those they have laid in the Norta 
sca are quite the biggest “entagle- 
iments” ot the kind ever constructed, 
containing, as they do thousands up- 
on thousands of floating death traps. 
No hostile ship can get through a 
mine ficld unless it knows the seerct 
channel, and where such exist thev 
are continually being changed in 
order to prevent any of our vessels 
discovering and using them. 

Experience has taught the German 
that he cannot rely for safety even 

,on his naval “barbed wire” unless 
he spends a great deal of time keep- 
ing it intact, British submarines 
are very inquisitive and have a hab- 
it of “poking their way” through his 
thorniest “entanglements,” which 
gives the German many uncomfort- 
able moments, 

Time and time have our U-boats 
crept through his “barbed wire” and 
dared the bie in his lair; so 
much so that he never feels wholly 
sectire against them, Surface ves- 
sels, however, are quite another mat- 
ter. For them to attempt “jump- 
ing” a minefield would mean almost 
certain destructior. 

Barbed wire erected against troops 
can be destroyed by artillery. The 
kind used at sea cannot be swept 
away in this fashion. A squadron 
might bombard a minefield until its 


uns were worn out and the “en- 
tanglement” would still be impas- 
sable. 

Minefields play the part of con- 


ecaled snares as well as protections. 
Often enough have the Germans 
tried to entice the British ships into 
them, though never once have they 
succeeded in doing this. Numbers 
of such traps were laid for John Jel- 
licoe, and ie fell into none of them, 
In fact, the only ships lost in Ger- 
man minefields have been the Ger- 
mans’ wn. 

By bearing in mind what the pres: 
ence of these death-hestrewn areas 
docs in the way of “roping off” cruis- 
ing grounds one, becomes the better 
able to. understand certain naval 
happenings which might otherwise 
seem a bit puzzling, Sich, for ex- 
ample, as the periodic “comings out” 
of the German high seas fleet. Every 
now and again it is reported by Ber- 
lin that “Our high seas fleet went 
out into the North sea yesterday 
and returned again without meeting 
the enemy.” 

For all practical purposes two 
flects might as well have a stretch 
of dry land between them as a mine- 
ficld, since the one is no more pas- 
sable to ships than the other, an 
long as the Gegman high seas fleet 
keeps within the shelter of its miles- 
wide minefields it may continue to 
“come out” with impunity.

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Food Value of Milk 


Three Quarts of Skim Milk Equal to 
One Pound of Sirloin 


“Dairy Farming,” prepared by C. 
H. Eckles, professor of dairy hus- 
a ry at Missouri University, and 
>. F. Warren, professor of farm 
management at Cornell, is intended, 
primarily as a text book for use in 
colleges and schools in which agri- 
culture is a branch of study, The 
scope of usefulness of the work is, 
however, much wider than that. The 
facts given in regard to the care and 
feeding of a dairy herd are such as 
should be within reach of every 
dairy farmer, What is said as to the 
value of milk as food should be 
known to every city householder, 


This latter point is dealt with in 
the first chapter of the book. In ev- 
ery corner of the habitable globe, we 
are told, animal milk of some kind is 
used to sustain human life. Where- 
ever cattle can be maintained or af- 
forded the milk of the cow is used; 
where people are very poor the milk 
of goats or sheep is utilized, and 
where cows wil! not thrive, as in the 
Philippines or parts of South Ameri- 
ca, the water buffalo or the llama is 
tnade use of, 

It is not surprising that the use of 
milk is worldwide, because it is one 
of the most valuable of foods. The 
average milk of the cow, although 
nominally a liquid, really contains 
12 to 13 per cent. of dry matter. This 
is about double the proportion of 
dry matter found in a turnip and is 
equal to one-third of that found in 
the edible portion of a beef animal. 
A quart of milk contains two-thirds 
as much energy as a pound of eae | 
steak, although the latter costs over 
three times as much as the former, 

ven a quart of skim milk has over 
one-third the energy value of a pound | 
of sirloin, and it contains twice the 
bone-forming material that is found 
in beefsteak thus ,making ita pecu- 
liarly valuable form“of food for the 
young. 

“If,” say the authors, 
is spent on meat were spent for milk 
one could be as well fed at less cost. 
lf much of the money that is spent 
for tea, coffee, alcohol and other| 
stimulants that have little or no food | 
value were spent for milk our health 
and our wealth would both be im- 
proved.” 

Approximately, the authors say, 288 
quarts of milk are used per person 
per year in the average farm family, 
against 112 in the city, and it is 
quite possible, they believe, that this 
accounts for the better development 
of children on the farm, But city 
people are coming to understand the | 
food value of milk. In New York 
city the per capita consumption has 
increased by a third in twenty years, | 

Butter is an especially valuable 
form of faod, containing as it does 
three and two-thirds as much energy 
as a pound of sirloin steak. It has, 
too, the further advantage of being 
casy of digestion. 3

As, however, we could 
not hope to overcome England’s na- 
val supremacy, this peace, like the 
first arranged with France, would 
have had to be in the nature of a 
compromise, This entire program 
brilliantly as it was begun, collapsed 
before the gates of Paris at the bat- 
tle of the Marne, which was by no 
means a tactical victory but certainly 
a great strategic success for the 
French."—Prof. Meinecke in the 
Frankfurter Zeitung.

México’s first war aviator, and 
hence ‘the first in the world, was an| 
American, the late Capt.

Worden. Worden was well known

a skillful pilot, In 1911 he was en- 
gaged by the Mexican government 
to do bomb dropping, scouting and 
the rest of it. 

Acroplanes were not as dependable 
then as they are now, and Worden 
was given a salary of $1,500 per 
month and commissioned captain in 
Madero’s forces. 

Encouraged by Worden’s success, 
in 1912 the Mexican government scent 
three army officérs to the aviation 
field at Mineola, L.I., to learn to fly. 
These young men—Alberto and Gus- 
tavo Salinas, and Ignacio Ruiz—rap- 
idly developed into brilliant aviators. 
The Salinas boys, nephews of Gen. 
Carranza, at present hold responsi- 
ble positions tinder the Carranza gov- 
ernment. One is chief of artillery. 
and the other chief of aviation. Both 
have given up their actual flying, but 
their experience and knowledge have 
proved invaluable. 

The next aviator to go to Mexico 
was Didder-Masson, a Frenchman 
who had adopted the United States 
as his home. He took his crated 
machine from Los Angeles to Tus- 
con, Ariz., and managed to smuggle 
it across the border. 

The late Charles F. Niles then in- 
terested himself in Mexican affairs. 
Niles was famous as a trick flyer, and 
his work marked him one of the most! 
eccentric and reckless men in the | 
game, When Niles went to Mexico 
the Carranza regime was just dawn- 
ing and be worked in conjunction 
with a fairly well organjzed army. 
After several tiarrow escapes from 
death through forced landings in the 
dense undergrowth, and also because 


exhibition flying appealed to hira 
more strongly than being shot at, 
he returned to the States. Shortly 


after, he performed marvelous aerial 
feats at the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion, following that with a very 
successful tour of Japan. He was 
killed at Oshkosh, Wis., last spring 
while looping the loop. 


Prepare for Summer Work 


Much Time Lost Because Farm Ma- 
chinery Is Not Ready for Im- 
mediate Use 


A* stich in time saves nine” is 
never more true than when spring is 
at hand and finds the farmer unpre. 
pared. Much time is often lost be- 
cause his machinery is not in condi- 
tion for immediate use, Parts are 
missing; bolts and screws have been 
removed from one machine to repair 
another, and, from lack of paint to 
protect it, the woodwork has decay- 
ed and probably become broken, 

During winter, all implements 
should be thoroughly overhauled. 
Missing parts should be secured, a 
supply of bolts and screws obtained 
working parts should be cleaned and 
i polished, and woodwork well paint- 
ed. Bolts and screws can be pur- 
chased in boxes of assorted grades 
and sizes. The loss of a nut or 
breakage of a small part while en- 

aged in the field may mean also the 
oss of the use of not only the im- 
plement, but the team, the hired 
help, and probably of the opportunity 
during favorable weather to perform 
the work which had been planned,

No commun- 
ay. can have a proper understandin 
of its needs without a thorough 
careful survey of its field.

Government grants 
are defensible only where they en- 
courage endeavor, Payment of spe« 
cial grants in the form of hand-outs 
is indefensible. 

“Of the 118 societies which ha 
been chartered in the province- o' 
Saskatchewan, all but four are justl 
fying their existence. I feel that we 
could, if the financial ‘resources and 
the staff were advisable, make th 
agricultural society work  tenfol 
more effective at once, As I have 
noted, we have been able to do exe 
cellent work through the medium of 
no less than 18 unorganized societies, 
Besides this, we have been working 
miore or less systematically with no 
less than 40 Grain Growers’ associa« 
tions in the last two years. The 
number of these organizations {fe 
gradually increasing, 

“I mention the fact in order to in- 

dicate that there is a great work for 
the agricultural societies to do, and 
f they are not prepared to step in 
and do it, other organizations are 
alive to the opportunity. 
_ “The good that agricultural societ- 
ies are doing is by no means to he 
tabulated. It is a constant invisible 
growth, and it touches at least 250,- 
000 of our people each year. Une 
consciously a great mass of our peo- 
ple are being led to appreciate high- 
Ff standards both materially and mor- 
alfy. They are learning not only 
that there is greater pfosperity 
the pursuit of idealized agriculture, 
but they are being caught up with 
the creative instinct, and are learn- 
ing to appreciate agriculture for the 
many beauties which it unfolds an@ 
to ipye it for its own sake,” 

Mr. Greenway stated that there 
were 118 chartered organizations in 
Saskatchewan. They had an avere 
age membership of 150. Last year 
they raised $390,000. 


Gun Photographs Target 


A New Method of Testing Marke 
man’s Aim 
A new method of testing a marks. 

man’s aim has been patented by an 
English inventor which makes ame 
munition unnecessary, The inven 
tion can be attached to a rifle, for” 
example, without altering the latter. 
It consists chiefly of a small cylin- 
drical camera which fastens to the 
under side of the barrel and is fitted 
with a telescopic focusing device, so 
positioned that its line of focus 
parallel to the gun barrel, Iinme- 
diately in front of the trigger of the 
weapon a second trigger is placed, 
which is connected with the camera 
shutter by a wire. When a marks- 
man has aimed his gun and pulls the 
triggers, the camera trigger is oper- 
ated just an instant before the Cy 
trigger and consequently a snap shot 
is secured of the target that the gun 
was pointed at. The position of the 
target as it appears on the developed 
plate or film will indicate the accur- 
acy of the shot. If the bull’s-eye is 
exactly in the centre it shows that 
the gun was correctly aimed,

cieties being Canadian, He has also 
been for fifteen years on the Com- 
‘mittee of Statutory Legislation of 
the National Fraternal Congress, and 
has been prominently identified with 
the drafting of all bills dealing witii 
Fraternal Insurance legislation. Mr. 
Landis is also the author of eight 
books on insurance, which are ac- 
cepted as authorities today. 

The Actuary bas found that during 
its whole experience of thirty-six 
years, the Canadian Order of Fores- 
ters has had an exceptionally favov- 
ihle mortality experience, Because 
of this exceedingly favorably mortal- 
ity experience, and the large amount 
of accumulated funds, Mr. Landis 
has been able to prepare unusually 
favorable monthly assessment rates, 
which will enable the society to pro- 
vide’ for the payment of all future 
claims. These rates of assessment, 
as compared with rates deduced from 
other mortality tables, is very much 
to the advantage of the memfers of 
tle Canadian Order-of Foresters, 

In constructing a mortality table 
on the experience of the society, Mr. 
Landis has eliminated the first five 
years of membership duration. The 
object of this course is in order to 
insure the death rate under more 
nearly normal conditions than would 
be possible by taking the first five 
years of duration into consideration. 
During the first five years there is a 
gain from recent medical selection, 
He has recommended a schedule of 
rates, which, based upon the report 
which will be filed as of the 3lst De- 
cember, 1917, should show more than 
100 per cent. of actuarial solvency, 
because of margins of safety which 
may be classified as follows: 

First: There would be gains from 
actual interest earned in excess of 4 
per cent, which is the amount the 
Actuary fixes as the basis of calcu- 
lation. As a matter of fact, the av- 
erage interest earned by the society, 
upon its Insurance Fund, as at pres- 
ent invested, is 5.44 per cent. As the 
securities held by the society are 
mostly for long terms, there should 
be a substantial gain on interest ac- 
count. 

Second: There would be a saving 
from a lower death rate by reasc f 
the fact that the first five y 
membership has been climinated by 
Mr. Landis inconstructing his mor- 
tality table, 

Third: There would also be gains 
from accumulation forfeited through 
lapses. No allowance was made for 
such gains in fixing the schedule oi 
rates, 

Fourth: There would be a surplus 
in contributions, owing to the fact 
that, after climinating the first five 
years of membership, the Actuary 

aded the tabular rates by an arbi- 
rary sum to make assurance doubly 
sure, 

Notices of motion have gone out to

Members _ be- 
tween the attained ages of forty-six 
and fifty-five, inclusive, may elect to 
continue the present amount of their 
insurance, at the present rates, as 
tevin insurance for a period of fifteen 
years. Those members who are be- 


tween the attained ages of fifty-six | 
ca 


and sixty-nine, inclustwe, can ry 
their present protection as term in- 
surance, at their present rate, for ten 
years. Term protection of members 
between the attained ages of seventy 
to seventy-six gradually decreases 
from nine years at the age of sev- 
‘enty, to three years at the age of 
seventy-six and over, 

The second option insures to all 
members, no matter when admitted, 
when they attain the age of seventy, 
and over, the right to paid up insur- 
ance for amounts sect out in the sche- 
dule prepared by the Actuary, where 
such members do not desire to con- 
tinue to pay the life rates, This 
schedule entitles the members frotn 
sixteen to eighteen to paid up insur- 
ance for $900 at the age of seventy, 
which amount gradually decreases as 
the attained age of the member in 
creases, : 

The adoption of the proposed re- 
adjustment will place the society on 
a basis of absolute solvency fram an 
actuarial standpoint, and enable it to 
maintain its splendid position in the 
world of Fraternal Insurance.

Canada to Train Twenty 
Squadrons of Air Men 


Schools Will Be Under Control ‘of 
the Authorities of the Im- 
perial Army 


Twenty reserve acro squadrons will 

be organized, trained and equipped 
for the British Royal Flying Corps 
by the Canadian government . this 
spring. The announcement was 
made to the Aero Club of America 
by the Acro Club of Canada, of 
which Colonel W. Hamilton Merritt 
is president. 
_ The aviation training schools be- 
ing established in Canada to train 
the aviators are under the control of 
the Imperial Army authorities, The 
Munitions Board has charge of hav- 
ing constructed the 360 training acro- 
planes required. The British gov- 
ernment is said to intend spending 
$80,000,000 in developing aeroplanes 
and aviators in the Dominion. 

As in the case of the United States 
the number of men anxious to’ join 
the air service is large. The wating 
list numbers thousands, and the 
training will begin on a large scale 
early in the spring, Candidates for 
the air service must be from 19 to 
25, 

The Aero Club of Canada at To- 
ronto will assist in securing and 
training the aviators. 7 

Acocrding to reliable reports from 
England, the British ‘government 
has spent $250,000,000 for the ‘air 
setvice in the last twelve months, in 
building up the Royal Flying Corps 
and the Royal Naval Air Service. 
There are about 12,000 aviators in 
the two services. 

Henry Woodhouse, a member of 
the Board, of' Governors of the ‘Aero 
Club of America, said: 

“The employment of aeroplanes in 
the present war is now. general, 
Acroplanes are used as cavalry ,in- 
fantry, and artillery, reconnoitering, 
bombing, observing ~ artillery fire, 
photographing the enemy’s positions 
rd the like.

Seed Must Be Sown 

The quality of the seed grain 
sown on the farm next’spring will 
depend upon the farmer himself, This 
is a matter which is entirely in his 
own hands. Hf good creps are to be 
expected, good’sced must be sown. 
‘The farmer should prepare _ the 
sced now for the spring sowing. Dur- 
ing the winter months, when other 
farm work is not pressing, is the best 
time to clean the grain for seed, The 
best grain sown on the farm should 
be used and it should be put through 
the fanning, mill two or three times 
at least, or until all of the light (or 
shrunken grain and the weed seeds 
are removed, There is a distinct loss 
in sowing weak seed and it is much 
more profitable to screen out the 
shrunken and weak grain and feed it 
than to sow it and lose it, It is also 
essential that weed secds be not sown 
if weed growth is to be prevented. 
The incrase in total yield is prac- 
tically all profit. A crop of wheat 
from ordinary sced may yield 25 
bushels per acre, and cost 20 bushels 
per acre to produce, leaving five 
bushels per acre as net profit. If, by 
sowing well cleaned seed, the yield is 
increased one bushel per acre, the in- 
crease in net! profit is 20 per cent. 
The cleaning of the seed in spare 
time during the winter does not add 
one cent to the cost of production.
